* UPON THE recommendation 
of Colonel Carl Sifter, Professor 
of Air Science, and the approval 
of President Cloyd Heck Marvin, 
a limited number of women 'atu- 
dent* may now register lor AF-

Two alternative* for taking the 
course* are offered: under the 
first alternative, women students 
may take the complete tWo year 
basic course, tncludlng both the 
academic course* and the leader- 
ship laboratory for 3 semester 
hours credit. They will receive 
credit for any semester com- 
pleted. Two semester hours are 
given for the academic courae* 
and one for the leaderthip labo- 
ratory which may be taken as 
a feparate elective courae for one 
hour. However, atudenta taking 
the academic oourte* must also 
take the leadenhip laboratory.
